Genton observert@f§ and attempted to run before he
was subdued just north of the building. Genton wetsirned to the Hutchinson
Correctional Facility — Central Unit where he wakgced in the Administrative
Segregation Unit. Inmates in Administrative Segtem remain their cells 24 hours per
day and are allowed out of their cells under eson#& hour per day five days per week
for a shower and brief period of exercise.

Genton escaped from the medium security HCF — Haiton Saturday, September 12,
2009. The circumstances of the escape remain umgestigation. Reports pertaining to
the escape will be forwarded to the Reno Countytridis Attorney’s Office for
prosecution.
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
